Varsity Outlook 
THE VARSITY PICTURE 


With eight of the best combat warriors left behind, the Trojan 
horse enters an extremely demanding ten-game schedule with 
a thin, inexperienced group of infantrymen under the first-year 
direction of aggressive Don Clark. 

Winner of a battlefield commission as a Lieutenant in World 
War Il, Clark suddenly finds himself promoted to Football 
General in command of an organization noted for victory but 
not figured to produce same this year. 

The “errant eight" who fell under PCC sanction would have 
formed the nucleus of the 1957 SC football team. They are 
fullback C. R. Roberts, left half Ernie Zampese, right halves Don 
Hickman and Doug Kranz, quarterback Wayne Kurlak, right end 
Bob Rosendahl and centers Karl Rubke and Walt Gorrell. 

Available to Clark are fifteen lettermen, including the entire 
first-string at this writing. The two changes from last season's 
schedule are prominent powers Michigan and Pittsburgh replac- 
ing 1956 opponents Wisconsin and Texas. The remainder of the 
slate remains intact. Clark hopes his squad does likewise. 

The basic difference between this and former Trojan squads 
is in the backfield. Not present is the explosiveness of a Gif- 
ford, Carmichael, Sears; or of more recent vintage, an Arnett or 
Roberts. 

Left half Rex Johnston has exhibited brief flashes of greatness 
in his young career but has not played enough to show any 
consistency. Right half Tony Ortega saw a great deal of action 
last season due to injuries to Don Hickman and Doug Kranz 
and should be a dependable starter. Fullback Ed Isherwood, 
like Johnston, got little game action last season and missed 
spring practice because of pitching duties with the baseball 
team. 

Quarterback Jim Conroy played no football until the fifth 
game of the '56 campaign and then did a fine job as a starter 
in the final two against UCLA and Notre Dame. Conroy, the 
strongest runner in the backfield, could be a standout. 

Reserve fullback Don Kasten is the only other back who has 
played at all as a Trojan and he amassed a grand total of 
thirteen minutes of action. 

The problem then is obviously one of experience. Based on 
performances in the spring practice scrimmages, quickness is 
also far from abundant. 

Except at center, where 41-minute veteran Ken Antle holds 
forth, the line picture is less clouded. 

The top ends are catlike Hillard Hill and rugged Bob Voiles, 
proud owner of the NCAA javelin record established this past 
spring. Hill, not large at 6-1, 182, was called “the meanest 
tackler I've faced" by Jon Arnett following a late season scrim- 
mage last year. 

The men who could possibly carry Clark's first venture to more 
successes than anticipated are a rugged, good-sized tackle corps 
led by 6-5, 255 Monte Clark and 6-2, 229 Mike Henry. Both 
of these juniors are tough, mobile; and also important, being 
pushed for starting jobs by Don Mattson, Rod Humenuik and 
Dick Bronson. This is undoubtedly the finest seniorless group of 
tackles in the nation. 

Clark, himself a former crackerjack guard and probably one 
of very few who have ascended to a major coaching job, can 
look with pleasure toward 6-1, 230 Walt Gurasich and 5-10, 
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HILLARD HILL 
Aggressive senior end majoring in Physical Education. 


203 Frank Fiorentino backed by Pat Reagan, Lou Byrd, Phil 
Debovsky and ageless 32-year old Ben Lardizabal. 

Clark and his staff have replaced the Jess Hill multiple offense 
with one described as combinations of the T, employing the 
basic T and the Split-T. 

The most exciting method of play imaginable will also be dis- 
played occasionaly when the Trojans go into their racehorse 
football, commonly referred to as Go! Go! Go! 

Racehorse football is designed to keep relentless pressure on 
the defense by constant sprinting—to the huddle, to the line of 
scrimmage and hopefully, through your opponent. The result is 
sudden, rapid play execution. 

Clark's initiation into the head coaching fraternity is a shock- 
ing one, being required to meet Oregon State, Michigan and 
Pittsburgh in the Trojans’ first three games. 

Pre-season experts have a great deal less faith in the 1957 
Trojans than the head coach appears to have. Checking most 
quarters, one gets the impression that those first three opponents 
will reduce Gol Go! Go! to Going! Going! Gone! 

Very interesting, this 1957 football season. 


POSITION ANALYSIS 


ENDS—One of the healthier spots in the Trojan picture with 
fine receiver HILLARD HILL and tough defensive performer BOB 
VOILES manning the starting jobs. LARRY BOIES from Fresno 
JC and two-year letterman LINDSY HUBBY both showed well 
in the spring. Newcomers DON DOUGLAS and GLENN WILDER 
and reserve DON VOYNE could also help. Gone are lettermen 
Ludwig Keehn, Chuck Leimbach and Bob Rosendahl. Rating: 
GOobD. 


TACKLES—A pair of the finest junior tackles on any club in 
the nation could be the key to possible success this year at 
SC. Mammoth MONTE CLARK and hard-hitting MIKE HENRY rank 
with the best and they can get able support from junior ROD 
HUMENUIK and great soph prospect DON MATTSON. Other 
possibilities here include JC transfer JOHN SEINTURIER and 
reserve DICK BRONSON. Loss of lettermen Fabian Abram, 
George Belotti, Ron Fletcher and Dick Enright is not as serious 
as it normally would be. Rating: STRONG. 


GUARDS—Juniors WALT GURASICH and FRANK FIOREN- 
TINO are the top men with lettermen BEN LARDIZABAL and 
PAT REAGAN just a shade behind. Reserves LOU BYRD and 
PHIL DEBOVSKY add to interior line strength. This corps experi- 
enced but lacks overall speed. Best 1956 guard, Laird Willott, 
wound up career last season. Rating: GOOD. 


CENTERS—Loss of Karl Rubke and Walt Gorrell under PCC 
sanction has crippled this position. KEN ANTLE, the number 
one man, played only 44 minutes last year and is on the 
smallish side. Back of hm are JC transfer ED PLUTTE and JOE 
CHUHA who didn't play any football last season. Neither of 
these reserves has ever played a minute at this level of com- 
petition, JV's Hank Slade and Larry Snyder are other hopefuls. 
Rating: WEAK. 


QUARTERBACKS—Strong JIM CONROY came fast at the 
end of last year but is the only letterman available this season 
with graduation of Ells Kissinger and Frank Hall and PCC 
sanction on Wayne Kurlak. JC transfers TOM MAUDLIN, WILLIE 
WOOD and BOB CROCKETT and 1956 frosh QB BILL BRODIE 
are all untested in collegiate competition. All five could stick 
due to the lack of experience here. Rating: FAIR. 


LEFT HALVES—All-American Jon Arnett has been gradu- 
ated and his '56 replacement, Ernie Zampese has been sanc- 
tioned out of action. Only letterman returning is REX JOHNSTON 
who has shown flashes of brilliance in the past. Supporting him 
at the start of practice is diminutive JC transfer DON BUFORD, 
transfer student JACK WILLIS and JV's RUSS HARLING and BOB 
ARNETT, Not much of the usual Trojan sparkle at this spot. 
Rating: WEAK. 


RIGHT HALVES—tThis position hard hit by sanction loss 
of Don Hickman and Doug Kranz. TONY ORTEGA, who filled in 
for injured Hickman last year, gets the starting call with JC 
transfers CLARK HOLDEN and GERRY STEELE and JV BILL 
HOWARD unknown quantities behind him. Another trouble 
spot. Rating: WEAK. 

FULLBACKS—C. R. Roberts misses senior year by sanction 
and Trojans miss most explosive fullback in the nation. First 
stringer ED ISHERWOOD and reserves DON KASTEN and MIKE 
PAGE have big shoes to fill with Roberts gone and Bob Isaacson 
graduated. No position can lose a potential All-American a year 
early and still be healthy. Rating: WEAK. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ANALYSIS 


PASSING—Conroy an adequate passer ranking a shade 
behind Maudlin off spring performance. Brodie had average 
frosh year and Wood joins Trojans with fine JC reputation. No 
halfbacks have exhibited any ability in this phase of game. 
Rating. WEAK. 


RUNNING—Nothing approaching Roberts and Arnett this 
year. Johnston shifty and fast but not consistent. Ortega and 
Isherwood hard running but not explosive. Conroy a definite 
threat on QB keeper. Trojans will have to depend on more 
punishing type of ground game than in past. Rating: FAIR. 


PUNTING—Newcomer Steele could be best in the nation 
but he will have to improve as halfback in order to be utilized. 
Conroy only average here. Rating: FAIR. 


PLACE KICKING—Arnett, Hall, Kissinger, Isaacson and 
Zampese all gone. Johnston and Isherwood will probably 
handle these important chores. Rating: FAIR. 


BLOCKING—tThis could be finest phase of Trojan game since 
emphasis is on bruising type of play. First string forward wall 
has the size and experience to do top flight job. Lack of line 
depth and size in backfield could hurt. Rating: Good. 


DEFENSIVE LINE PLAY—Rugged first line is right at home 
here with tackles Henry and Clark and guard Gurasich anchor- 
ing the group. Serious problem of inexperienced linebackers 
dulls an otherwise bright picture. Rating: GOOD. 


SIGNAL CALLING—Conroy with three varsity games under 
belt is only experienced man. Jury should remain out on this 
phase. Rating: FAIR. 


PASS DEFENSE—Inexperience here could prove fatal to 
any winning currently hoped for in Trojan camp. Ortega the 
only man with secondary experience. 1956 PCC interception 
leader, Zampese, has fallen under sanction. Rating: WEAK. 


TRAVELING—tTrojan squad journeys to Portland, Berkeley, 
Seattle and Notre Dame this season. Air travel rough on in- 
experienced personnel. Road victories could possibly ease 
return trips. Rating: SICKENING.

On September 1, 1957, Jess Hill became Director of Inter- 
collegiate Athletics at the University of Southern California 
upon the retirement of Willis O. Hunter. Hill retired as head 
football coach at the end of the 1956 season, at which time 
he completed six successful years as the Trojan varsity football 
coach. 

Born Jesse Terrill Hill in Yates, Missouri, on January 20, 
1907, Jess came west with his family ten years later and became 
one of the top athletes in southern California while at Corona 
High School. From the fall of 1923 to the spring of 1925, he 
was awarded ten letters in five sports—football, basketball, 
baseball, track and tennis. 

Following his graduation from Corona in 1925, Hill attended 
Riverside Junior College for one year, earning letters in foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball and track as Riverside fielded champ- 
ionship teams in all four sports. 

Jess entered S.C. in February, 1927 and continued to exhibit 
his all-around athletic prowess, playing football and baseball 
and compiling an outstanding track and field record. 

He became the first Trojan in history to surpass 25 feet in 
the broad jump, leaping 25’ 7” to win the 1929 IC4A title. 
This mark has been bettered by only three Trojans since that 
date. 

Also outstanding in his studies, Jess graduated cum laude 
following the 1930 collegiate baseball season. 

Hill signed immediately to play professional baseball with 
the old Hollywood Stars. In his first plate appearance, he hit 
one out of the park at Wrigley Field to start a ten-year 
career in Triple-A and Major League baseball. 

He hit .356 and .318 in his two seasons with the Stars 
which prompted the New York Yankees to buy his contract. 
They sent the highly promising outfielder to Newark in 1932, 
to St. Paul in 1933 and back to Newark in 1934 where he hit 
-349 and earned a promotion onto the Yankee squad. 

For the '35 season Hill hit a very respectable .293 in 107 
games. A surplus of outfielders at New York enabled Clark 
Griffith to purchase Hill's services for the Washington Senators 
in 1936. Jess hit .305 that summer. In 1937 he went from the 
Senators to the Philadelphia A's in mid-season. A back injury 
suffered that year ended his major-league career short of his 
prime. Hill returned to Oakland in the PCL for two years 
before retiring from the game. He wound up his 10-year play- 
ing career with a .306 batting average. 

In the off-season during his professional baseball years, 
Jess launched his coaching career at Corona High. Just as in 
his playing days, he moved from Corona to Riverside JC. His 
next position was at Long Beach JC wher he was on the 
physical education and coaching staff when World War II came. 

Hill enlisted in the Navy in March of 1942 and served until 
February of 1946 when he was separated from active duty 
with the rank of Lieutenant Commander. Jess coach and played 
baseball at St. Mary's and Del Monte Pre-Flight Schools in 
the Naval Aviation training program and later was the 
director of athletics at Camp Kearney and the Clinton (Okla.) 
and Memphis (Tenn.) Naval Air Stations. 
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Jess returned to Long Beach City College after getting 
out of the Navy and immediately piloted the junior college 
baseball team to a Conference champioinship. 

Hill returned to SC in the fall of 1946 to begin a period of 
ten years of advancement within the athletic department. His 
first team at SC, the 1946 frosh football team, went through 
an undefeated season. In 1948 he was selected as assistant 
track coach, being groomed to succeed Dean Cromwell as 
head track coach after the latter's retirement at the end of 
the '48 season. 

Hill had two undefeated years, 1949 and 50, as head 
track coach at SC, continuing the great Trojan track heritage 
and winning two National Championships. 

Early in 1951 he was named head football coach, following 
the resignation of Jeff Cravath. That fall his first varsity foot- 
ball squad won 7 while losing only 3, its most notable win 
coming over California by a 21-14 score, breaking the Bears’ 
3-year win streak within the Conference. 

The following season Hill steered the Trojan varsity through 
an undefeated Conference season and a 7-0 win over Wiscon- 
sin in the Rose Bowl Game. That win is still the only PCC 
victory over the Big Ten in the Pasadena game since the 
Bow! pact began eleven years ago, That ‘52 Trojan squad was 
acknowledged to be one of the finest defensive teams in 
modern football annals. 

Hill's six-year record as heed football coach at SC was 45 
wins, 17 losses and 1 tie for a .722 winning percentage. 

Jess is married to the former Elizabeth Helen Glass. They 
have two children, Mrs. Mary Bett Carter, 25 and an SC 
graduate, and Jess Jr., 16. The Hills reside in San Marino. 


DON CLARK, Head Coach 


On February 7, 1957, Donald Rex Clark became the 15th 
head football coach in Trojan history, succeeding Jesse T. Hill, 
who, in turn, succeeded Willis O. Hunter as director of athletics. 

The new SC mentor takes over with an enviable football 
record ... playing and coaching which dates back to 1941. 

Born December 22, 1923, in Churdon, lowa, Don first became 
interested in athletics at Grimes High School, Grimes, lowa, 
where he won varsity letters in football, basketball, and base- 
ball. Equally outstanding in the class room, he was ranked first 
in his class. 

The Clark family moved to Southern California in 1939 and 
Don continued his outstanding athletic and academic perfor- 
mances at George Washington High School in Los Angeles. A 
letter winner in football and track, he was captain of the 1940 
Washington eleven and won All-City honors as a prep lineman. 
He was also elected Student Body President his senior year. 

Don enrolled ct SC in the fail of 1941 and became an imme- 
diate standout with the frosh eleven. Winning a varsity letter 
in 1942, Don saw his collegiate career temporarily halted when 
he joined the Army and was shipped overseas with the 99th 
Division. He took part in the Battle of the Bulge and, in all, 
spent 18-months in the combat zone and earned a battlefield 
commission. 

Following his discharge from the Army in 1946, Don returned 
to SC. He had little trouble in regaining his first string right 
guard assignment and won varsity letters in 1946 and 1947. 
Don was “Mr. Everything” on the Trojan eleven his senior year 
—captaining the team and winning the Peter K. Thomas Award 
as the outstanding lineman of the year and the Davis-Teschke 
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DON CLARK 
Driving force in Trojan football future. 


Award as the most inspirational player. In 1947, he was named 
to the PCC coaches second team, and the Associated Press All- 
Coast third team. 

The 1948 and 1949 seasons found Don alternating between 
the classroom and gridiron. He spent the 1948-49 seasons with 
the professional San Francisco 49ers, serving as defensive 
captain and middle guard. In 1949, he graduated with honors, 
receiving a B.S. degree in Mechanical Engineering. 

Don started his coaching career in 1950, serving as line coach 
under Eddie Erdelatz at Navy. He is credited with mapping the 
defense which upset highly favored Army that year, 14-2. 

Hill took over as head coach at Troy in 1951 and persuaded 
Clark to return to SC as an assistant coach. He served in that 
capacity throughout Jess Hill's six-year tenure. 

Don is married to the former Dorothy Neuman. They have 
five children, Don 12, Debbie 8, Diana 5, Denise 4, and Dana 
21 months. They make their home in Los Angeles. 
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AL DAVIS, Line Coach 


Although only 28-years of age, Al is rated as one of the 
nation's finest young coaches, with seven seasons of coaching 
experience to his credit and the description as “the most 
inventive young coach in the country’ by the trade magazines. 

He was born July 4, 1929, in Brockton, Massachusetts, and 
received his primary education at Erasmus Hall High School 
in New York City. While in high school, Davis won athletic 
honors in football, baseball, and basketball. 

Davis attended both Wittenberg College and Syracuse Uni- 
versity, where he was graduated in 1950. He again won 
honors as a three-sport letterman during his collegiate days. 

Al played a dual role at Adelphi College during the 1950 
and 1951 seasons—studying for his M.A. and coaching the 
Panthers to two highly successful seasons. The Adelphi eleven 
won 13 out of 17 games under their young coach. 

At the end of his second season at Adelphi, Al was tapped 
for military duty and inherited the head coaching job at 
Fort Belvoir. He guided the Engineers to an 8-2-1 record in 
1953, including five shutouts and a practice win over the 
1953 national collegiate champs, Maryland. 

Upon his release from the service in 1954, he joined the 
professional Baltimore Colts as an assistant coach. He moved 
to the Citadel in 1955, assuming duties as head line coach and 
director of football procurement, before joining Clark's coach- 
ing staff early this spring. 

He is married to the former Carol Segall and has one 
child, Mark, 2. They live in Los Angeles. 


GEORGE DICKSON 
Backfield Coach 


Dickson is also in his first season as a Trojan assistant 
football coach. 


Born September 27, 1923, in Boston, Massachusetts, Dickson 
moved to the Southland as a youth. He starred as a quarter- 
back at South Pasadena High School in 1939, winning all-league 
and C.I.F. honors. 


George entered the University of Notre Dame in 1940 and 
completed his freshman year before enlisting in the Army as 
@ paratrooper. He took part in the D-Day invasion and as a 
member of the famed 101st Airborne Division he was awarded 
two Purple Hearts and two Bronze Stars. 


He returned to Notre Dame after the war, and saw duty as 
a reserve quarterback on the 1948 and 1949 squads. He 
also won the Notre Dame middleweight boxing crown two years. 


Like Clark and Davis, Dickson started his coaching career 
in 1950. Serving as an assistant coach at Glendale City 
College in 1950, he moved on to the head coaching job at 
Excelsior High School in Norwalk in 1951. He went to New 
York University in 1952 as an assistant to Hugh Devore. When 
NYU gave up football at the end of the ‘52 season, Dickson 
signed up as an assistant at Mt. Carmel High School in Chicago 
in 1953. 


In 1954, he joined Terry Brennan at Notre Dame and coached 
the great Paul Hornung his sophomore year. The 1955 season 
found Dickson rejoining Devore as an assistant coach at 
Dayton and he spent the 1956 campaign with Marquette. 


Unmarried, Dickson resides in South Pasadena. 
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DON DOLL, Backfield Coach 


An all-time Trojan great, Don begins his first year as an 
SC assistant coach. 


He was born August 29, 1926, in Los Angeles. He was grad- 
vated from Grant Union High School in North Sacramento in 
1944. As a prep quarterback sensation, he won All-Conference 
honors. 


Don entered SC in 1944 and with freshmen eligible for 
varsity competition, became an immediate standout. He returned 
from duty in the Marine Corps in 1946 and won varsity letters 
in 1946, 47, 48. An offensive and defensive standout, he led 
the Trojans in rushing in 1944, 47, 48, and still ranks 18th on 
the all-time Trojan varsity career rushing ladder (39 games, 
227 carries, 1067 yards). 

He won first team all-Coast honors in 1947 and 1948 and was 
awarded the Davis-Teschke Award (most inspirational player) 
and Gimble Award (for attitude and achievement) as a senior. 

Following his graduation from SC, Don became a professional 
star. He spent four years with the Detroit Lions (1949-52) and 
single seasons with the Washington Redskins (1953) and L.A. 
Rams (1954). He was accorded all-National League defensive 
back honors four consecutive years and won the Pro Bowl out- 
standing player award in 1953. 


He bagan his coaching career as backfield coach under 
Johnny Cherberg at Washington in 1955. Handling defensive 
backfield chores, Doll led his charges to the PCC pass defense 
championship. The Huskies also finished tenth in the nation 
for aerial defense. The 1956 season found Don serving as head 
football coach and Physical Education instructor at West Contra 
Costa JC. 


He is married to the former Diana Davies and has three 
children, Steven, 51/2, Wendy Leigh, 3, and Kevan, 8 months. 
They reside in Pasadena. 


MEL HEIN, Line Coach 


One of pro football's all-time greats, Mel is starting his 
seventh season as an assistant SC coach. 

Hein was born Aug. 22, 1909 in Redding, Calif. The 
family moved to Washington when he was still quite young. 
He graduated from Burlington High School in 1927 and was 
chosen All-Skaqit County tackle in his senior year. 

He attended Washington State College, graduating in 1931. 
He was an All-American choice in 1930 when he led the 
Cougar to a 7-6 upset over SC and into the Rose Bowl. 
Hein rates as the greatest pivotman developed in the Pacific 
Coast Conference. 

Mel joined the New York Giants in 1931 and held down 
the center spot until his retirement following the 1945 season. 
He was eight times an All-Pro selection. The following season 
he began his coaching career at Union College in Schenectady, 
Nev. 

In 1947, he joined the Los Angeles Dons as line coach and 
served two seasons with them before moving to the New 
York Yankees for the 1949 campaign. In 1950 he came to 
the Los Angeles Rams in a similar capacity on the Western 
Division champions that year. 

He is married to the former Florence Porter and has two 
children, Sharon Lynn, 18, and Mel, Jr., 16. They make their 
home in Pasadena.

MARV GOUX 
Freshman Coach 


The youngest member of the Trojan coaching staff, Marv will 
handle a dual role this season—serving as head freshman 
coach and assisting with the varsity team. 


Mary was born September 8, 1932, in Santa Barbara. Still 
listed as an all-time prep great in his home town, he was 
accorded both C.I.F. and All-American honors. 

He spent the 1951 season at Ventura JC, where he again won 
All-American honors as a linebacker. Transferring to SC in 
1952, he became an immediate varsity standout, starring as 
a linebacker under the two-platoon system and playing in the 
Rose Bowl win over Wisconsin. A back ailment kept him out of 
action in 1953, but the inspirational Goux came back stronger 
than ever in 1954 to take over the starting center job, although 
he had never played offensive center before. He won his third 
varsity letter in 1955. 

Goux, although relatively small for a lineman, made up for 
his size deficiency with tremendous desire and now ranks as 
one of the most inspirational footballers in Trojan football 
history. He is the only SC gridder to twice win the Davis- 
Teschke Award as the most inspirational varsity footballer. 
Marvy also co-captained the 1955 squad. 


Following his graduation, Marv took over the head coaching 
job at Carpinteria High School. The prep team posted a 9 
won, 1 loss record and went to the 1956 small school, C.I.F. 
finals. 


He is married to the former Barbara Groth. They live in 
Los Angeles. 


JOE MARGUCCI 
Junior Varsity Coach 


This is Joe's ninth year as a member of the SC athletic staff. 

Margucci was born Sept. 5, 1922 in New York City. The 
family moved to Los Angeles a few years later. Joe graduated 
from Franklin High School in 1940, winning All-City honors. 
Following two years of junior college ball at Santa Ana, he 
went into the Air Force for four years. 


Discharged from the service in 1946, he signed to play pro 
ball with the L.A. Bulldogs. Following two seasons with the local 
pros, he switched to the Detroit Lions for the 1948-49 seasons. 
During the 1948 campaign, Joe topped the Lions in pass receiv- 
ing and finished the year as the league's fourth best receiver. 

Receiving his bachelor and master's degrees during the off 
season at SC, Joe started his coaching career at Loyola High 
School in 1949. He moved over to Marshall High School the 
next season as head football coach and remained there until 
1953, when he went to Denver University to coach the backfield. 

Joe, who is in his ninth year as a part-time Trojan scout, 
took over the Junior Varsity duties in 1954. 

He and his wife, Ann, have three children, Jo-Ann, 8, Matt,6, 
and Joe Jr., 2. They live in Van Nuys.

San Bernardino High School, 1951. Made All-Citrus Belt 
League as prep.

Won varsity letter last 
year while alternating with Bob Rosendahl as understudy to 
Bob Voiles. Used mainly on defense, caught one pass for nine 
yards. Moved to left end during spring drills and currently 
rated as No. 2 behind Hillard Hill.

Played 
in all but a few minutes of '55 frosh season, Despite five- 
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game limitations on Kissinger and Hall, was given little chance 
for duty last year—tabbed as fourth string behind three QB 
letterman. However, came into his own as a Trojan hero in 
Troy's final three games. Filling in for an injured Kissinger, 
turned in an outstanding performance in his first real test 
against Oregon—averaging 11.1 yards on eight carries and 
three pass completions for an additional 31 yards to finish as 
game's top offensive man.

It is estimated 
that 500,000 saw the Trojan games from 1888 to 1919, for 
a total of almost 18 million since SC started playing intercol- 
legiate football 69 years ago.
